Mexico City, Sept. 26.—[By the As- 
sociated Press.]—-The Supreme court's 
decision. in the Téxas company am- 
para case was officially handed down 


nonretroactivity of article 27 of the 
constitution so far as concerns prop- 


erty acquired for the purposes of oil 


exploration or exploitation prior to 
going into effect of the present con- 
stitution. 


In specific terms the éourt defines ar- 
ticle 27 as nonretroactive, asserting 
that “ paragraph 4 or article 27 cannot 
be regarded as retroactive either ac- 
cording to the letter or the spirit.” 

Chief Justice Enrique Moreno, in giv- 
ing out the decision, said to the cor- 
respondent: “ Today’s decision is as 
specific and farreaching in matters re- 
lating to oil as a judicial tribunal can 
render, and should establish the prin- 
ciple of law upon which the other 
amparo cases pending — be adju- 
dicated.”

LAW BREAKING POLICE. 


Chief of Police Fitzmorris says that reports and 
rumors coming to hjm indicate that 50 per cent of 
the Chicago policemen are engaged in bootlegging. 
Some of the reports came from United States Dis- 
trict Attorney Charles F. Clyne. The fource made 
them interesting. Mr. Fitzmorris said that he 
would fire all the bootleggers if he had to substitute 
raw men for half the force, thus indicating that he 
intended to be out in the clear if the scandal 
wrecked the department. * 

That is about as high a percentage of law- 
breaking by law enforcers as ever was charged 
against the police, and Mr. Fitzmorris is not an 
irresponsible outsider with no way of knowing 
what he is talking about. 

When the illicit booze trade first began inviting 
lawlessness, including burglary, it was said that 
nothing prevented persons successfully entering a 
house for Hquor from taking the rugs and the 
silverware or even the piano if they could move it. 
The operations of the rum thieves soon proved that 
there was no prevention, 

As rum thieves they were not upon a higher 


. plane of honesty than any other burglars, and they 


had as little regard for property rights as other 
housebreakers. The suspicion that a house con- 
tained whisky might result in its losing all its port- 
able valuables. Naturally if the police find it prof- 
itable to break the liquor laws which they are 
sworn to protect they may find it profitable to 
break other laws. 7

Is it merely a reflex of the general contempt for 
law which has come in large cities as the result of 
the evasions of the prohibition enforcement act, or 
has government become so disorganized in this city 
that half of the policemen do not think it necessary

Has it come to a point where it is just natural for 
a man to go out to get his bit, or has the whole 
community quit trying to get along inside the law 
and decided to live outside of it? The latter does 
not seem plausible. 

A man in police uniform has a good many oppor- 
tunities to operate as a bootlegger, with his uniform 
as protection. The opportunities are not so good 
as those of an internal revenue or prohibition en- 
forcement agent, but they are fairly good. Oppor- 
tunity, profit, general laxness with regard to the 
prohibition laws, and scandals in government have 
created a fine situation. ;

“NO ACCIDENT-NO FIRE 
WEEK.” 


“Eleven Hundred Dead, 4,000 Hurt, in Oppau; 
Like War Ruin,” reads the headline. Chicago, 4,000 
miles away, is shocked by the story of death and 
disaster. With equal truth we can write the head- 
ing: “1,982 Dead, 49,550 Hurt, in Cook County,” and 
yet few persons are shocked by the story. 

The difference is that in Oppaw the death and 
destruction was spread in a few minutes by a 
single accident; in Cook county it covered the 
entire year of - 1920 and was due to many acci- 
dents. But as far as the dead and injured or their 
surviving families are concerned the Cook county 
tragedy is as serious as that in Germany. Morally 
it ought to be more serious, because it is more 
the result of carelessness and indifference. Prob- 
ably 60,000 perons are to blame directly for the 
local casualty list, while only one may have been 

to blame for that in the,German village. It might 
be deduced that the responsibility is 50,000 times 
as great here. 

And this applies not only to death and injury | 
but to fire. The mvterial loss by fire in Cook 
county last year was $11,800,000; the total loss, 
including loss of time to workmen, $25,000,000. 
Investigations have shown that 90 per cent of the 
accidents and fires are preventable. 

In evidence of this the number of children killed 
or injured in street accidents last July and August, 
after a brief campaign of instruction in safety 
precautions in the public schools, was 5 per cent 
lower than for the same period last year. Such 
results illustrate what can be done by education 
to lessen fire and accidents. That is the purpose

There does remain some social difference, in:part 
defined by law and in part by custom, If they 
break down the barriers marking off their social 
position from that of men they should do it with 
full realization of the consequences, 


At present it is man’s recognized duty to sup- 
port his wife and family. If ‘he fails to do so the 
wife can hale him into court and force him to do 
so. In case of divorce or legal separation she can 
get alimony. On the othé¢r side, what can the 
man do? If his earning power is suddenly reduced 
or cut off, can he force the wife to provide him 
with a livelihood? If the wife by the sudden de- 
velopment of some latent quality earns an income 
much greater than the husband’s, can he demand 
and obtain a share of that income? Not by any 
legal methods. He cannot even force the wife to 
keep the house his work provides. She is free. 
He is bound. 


Very likely most men would not have it other- 
wise. Very likely some women, including leaders 
of the Woman's party, would be glad to accept the 
responsibility of supporting a husband or paying 
alimony if they could do so. But would the ma- 
jority of women? Looking around among the 
women of our casual acquaintance, we would say 
not. They prefer a social arrangement which 
moves a man to offer a seat on a crowded car. 
They prefer the system under which a man enter- 
taining even a woman who is engaged like him in 
business and Oe a earning an equal amount 
pays for the theater tickets, the taxicab and the 
supper, not to mention the flowers and candy. 

If they demand equality in law they must, in 
justice, accept equality in fact. If they want the 
former they can obtain it. If they get it they will 


get the latter with it, whether they want it or not. 


Feonomic conditions have changed considerably 
in the last few years. Many young men hesitate 
or definitely abandon the thought of marriage be- 
cause they cannot now provide a home and sup- 
port a wife. In such circumstances, it does not 
seem unreasonable for a youth and a maiden, both 
employed, to pool their incomes and start a home 
together. Many of them, we believe, are doing so. 
Perhaps they are developing a new idea of eco- 
nomic relationship and responsibility. If so, the 
proposed twentieth constitutional amendment may 
not be a shock in years to come. In the mean- 
time, we féar, it contains possibilities which its 
advocates have not fully foreseen.

“JACK RABBIT FEVER.” 
T may be contended that nobody is 
interested in deer fly fever except the 
people in a rather smal! section, of 
Utah, 

Nevertheless there are points of inter- 
est which may appeal to a larger group. 
A few years ago Dr. Beattie of the 
Utah health department reported a dis- 
ease which occasionally affected men -in 
a& certain section of his state. This dis- 
ease was supposed to be dug to the bite 
of a deer fly, and had therefore been 
given the name deer fly fever. 
Since then it has been studied by sur- 


_geons of the United States publie health 


service, and particularly by Dr. Francis. 
Most of the essential facts have been 
worked out, 

It is a disease that is quite prevalent 
among jack rabbits in a certain district 
in Utah, being spread from rabbit to 
rabbit by the bites of the rabbit louse. 
Differing from malaria and yellow fever, 
this disease also can be spread by the 
nose secretions of sick animals and by 
fleas and horse flies. However, so far as 
the evidence goes, the chief method of 
spreading the disease among animals is 
by the bite of the infected louse. 

But in order to get it over to man an- 
other agency is required. Jack rabbits 
are not sociable, and their lice have no 
special love for man. Francis finds a 
certain horse fly which abounds in that 
region to be the conveyor to human be- 
ings. In the several cases of human be- 
ings suffering from tularemia, the scien- 
tific name of the disease, he was able to 
find the point where the horse fly had 
operated. 

Tularemia is a fever which lasts for 
several months, which causes death oc- 
casionally, but which is of especial in- 
terest because it occasions a painful dis- 
abling illness, occurring just at the time 
when farming communities can least af- 


' ford to lose help. 


The glands in the neighborhood of the 
bite swell up as much as they do in rat 
bite fever. They remain as hard, pain- 
ful, tender, inflamed knots, with no ten- 
deney to break down. Careful search 
generally. discloses the necrotic spot 
where the fly bit when it caused inféc- 
tion. If this bite is located in a hairy 
region it may be overlooked unless care- 
fully searched for. 

A few of the cases die. In most in- 
stances recovery is complete, but the 
illness is long and disabling. The ex- 
planation of the comparatively small 
numbers of human caseg is that horse 
flies do not ordinarily bite either rabbits 
or human beings. In this 6gection of 
Utah at the time of the investigation 
there was a combination of an estab- 
lished epidemic of some sort, causing the 
death of jack rabbits in numbers, a great 
prevalence of horse flies, and a number 
of cases of human tularemia. Suspicion

It has been suggested that such 
may be the explanation pf certain pan- 
demic diseases, which periodically sweep 
over the land, then ebb back, to be lost 
sight of for awhile. - 


AVOID POULTICES AND SALVES. 

F. R. W. writes: “ I have been troubled 
with what appear to be carbuncles rather 
than boils on the back of my neck, the 
first resulting from .scratching insect 
bites. They kept spreading until I have 
had twenty-three. They vary in size 
and are accompanied by a burning and 
throbbing pain. After five or six days 
a smatl greenish core can be extracted 
with a very little pus. After that they 
heal rapidly. I believe the ‘bad blood’ 
idea has been displaced by the modern 
one that boils and carbuncles are due to 
outside infection. Is this the sign of 
a rundown condition and would medi- 
cine of any kind be of benefit?” 


REPLY. 

Cause, infection of deep skin. Contribut- 
ing causes, diabetes, dirty skin, irritation and 
scratching of skin, too much starches and 
fats, certain occupations. There is no proof 
that rundown eondition is a cause. Pre- 
ventive treatment, keep the skip very clean. 
Avoid irritation, scratching, or greasing of 
ekin. Avoid shaving the neck, wearing 
scratchy collars, and such, Avoid poultices and 
salves. Avoid excess of starches and sugars in 
diet. Keep the bowels open by taking a cake 
of yeast three times a day. Curative treat- 
ment, aunburn the susceptible area to a dark 
brown. Do this slowly. If the carbuncles 
are lanced, iodine and carbolic can be used 
in the crater.

A DISSERTATION UPON LIBERTY,

with that patriotism and devotion

In telling the conference members 
that they were destined to perform a 
world gervice, the President quoted “a 
distinguished foreigner” as having re- 
cently declared: 

“Mr. President, our people are deep- 
ly interested in the American confer- 
ence on unemployment, because our 
problem is akin to your own, and your 
relief in the United States will be an 
added signal of hope from America to 
us and other peoples who are much de- 


pressed.” 

“ The industrial depression which we 
are feeling is a war inheritance 
throughout the world,” the President 
continued. “From such a test there 
is inevitable reaction. . .. With 
the world involved there is no escape 
for any of the world from the valleys of 
depression. Though we suffered less 
than many of those with whom we 
were associated and less than any of 
those against whom we contended, it 
was inevitable that we experience the 
fever’s aftermath and come to know 
depression before we could become nor- 
mal again. :

HOGGING DOWN CORN MEANS 
MORE PORK TO THE ACRE. 


Waste in hogging down corn can be 
reduced to a minimum by turning 
stock hogs in the field immediately 
after the market hogs have been re- 
moved. 

The best feeders no longer turn a 
herd of hogs into a field of corn and 
allow them to have free range of 
forty or fifty acres. They. limit the 
rangé to a few acres at most, depend- 
ing on the number of hogs being fed, 
giving them no more than they will 
clean up in two or three days. 

Where the waste is carefully looked 
after in hogging down corn, the hogs 
will actually produce more meat to the 
acre than when the crop is harvested 
by hand. This method not only gives 
a greater return of pork but it elimi- 
nates the cost of husking the crop, and 
that amounts to 2% to 4 cents a bushel 
this season. 

Probably the most objectionable fea- 
ture of the hogging down system is 
supplying the hogs with water, protein 
feeds, and minerals. Self-feeders or 
troughs have to be moved as the hogs 
are changed from one part of the 
field to another. In ny parts of 
the big hog feeding section the big 
job of carrying or hauling nitrogenous 
feeds to the field, such as soy beans

“Plain Patterns in Cookery.” 


One of the leaflets of the home eco- 
nomics section of the agricultural de- 
partment of the Iowa state college of 
agriculture has the highly modern and 
suggestive title “Plain Patterns in 
Cookery.” Its aim is that of our best 
teachings in cookery, to show the un- 


derlying princ'ple in all recipes of the 
same’ ciass. The patterns given are 
for custards, sauces, timbales, souffies, 
and soft doughs. 

The souffie pattern reads: “ Three 
eges, one-half cup medium white sauce, 
One-third cup cooked cereal or bread 
crumbs, one teaspoon salt, one-eighth 
teaspoon pepper. Beat yolks of eggs 
until thick and lemon colored. Add 
white sauce, cereal, sait, pepper, and 
other ingredients. Beat egg whites 
and combine with first mixture. Bake 
in a modern oven until firm.” 


The recipe for meat and vegetable 
souffle reads: “‘Souffle pattern, one 
cup chopped meat, one half cup cooked 
vegetables, parsley.” 

Not everybody would work out the 
game pattern as this for souffles, but 
the point is to have a pattern, and 
gave yourself a great deal of trouble. 

The patterns of the leaflet are intro- 
duced as follows: “Many housewives, 
especially those who have had little 
experience in cooking, are dependent 
upon the cook book to such a degree 
that they are unable to prepare a dish 
without it. It is unfortunate that this 
is true, for often much time and effort 
are spent searching for certain recipes 
which are not at all difficult if the 
fundamental principles are understood. 
There are certain underlying principles 
which govern all recipes. These prin- 
ciples may be worked out in a system 
of plain patterns which may form the 


basis of much of the cooking.”

HE Stock Exchange is a voluntary Association of 
men of very high standard of business probity © 
whose personal integrity and financal resources 
have been carefully inquired into and approved by a 
Committee on Admissions and finally passed upon by the 
Governing Committee of the Exchange. | 


Upon admission the Member is required to sign the Con- 

stitution, and by so doing he places himself and his entire 

business conduct under the absolute supervision of the 

Governing Committee, in which is vested the entire Gov- 

ernment of the aenee. Its rulings and decisions are 
- final. 


The object of the Exchange as set forth in its Constitu- 
tion is “to furnish exchange rooms and other facilities for -

A distinguished German economist, Dr. W. Lexis, has 
said: “The existence of a broad continuous market is an 
economic necessity in the modern scheme of widespread 
investment of capital. Even though the market place is 
largely filled with speculators, it is plain that the greater 
the number of traders in securities, the greater will be the 
facility for buying and selling any quantity of securities. 
The Stock Exchange is a powerful aid in floating new 
issues of public securities. The speculative market takes 
them at once and keeps them in the floating supply until 


they have shown their value. The stock marketalsoren- . 


ders a useful service in giving a continuous guide to the 


success or failure of industrial undertakings and the 


worth of their securities. The more speculators there 


are trading in any particular security, the greater is thé 


opportunity to learn the real conditions of the undertak- 
ing. Private investors, from a study of the speculative 
market in the securities they own, receive in this way a 
continuous market opinion on the condition of the cor- 
porations in which they are shareholders.” 


We might add to Dr. Lexis’ remarks that such market 
opinion necessarily reflects the views of the ablest and 


best informed financiers, leaders of industry and security 


experts. 


Much has been said about the evils of speculation, but it 
should be borne in mind that never has a mile of pioneer 


railroad been built across the prairies, never a new inven- 


tion been exploited and developed or a mine opened by 
investors, All new ventutes are financed by speculators 
who assume a risk or loss for the hope of profit. 


Speculation a Business Necessity 


Asa matter of fact every business man is in a sense a 
speculator, for he orders his stock of goods in accord-. 


- ance with his opinion as to the amount he can probably 


sell and the price he hopes to obtain. The manufacturer 


contracts to deliver his finished product before he buys 


his raw material. Are they not both speculators? 


Speculation, which should not be confused with gam- 


bling, is not only a legitimate but a necéssary part of the 
business system of the country and has been so recog- 


nized. by no less an authority than the Supreme Court of 
the United States, which has said in one of its decisions: 


“People will endeavor to forecast the future and 
to make agreements according to their prophecy. 
Speculation of this kind by competent men is the 
self adjustment of society | to the probable.”

No broad open market for securities can exist without 
the speculator. It is he who eases the shock when un- 
expected events occur and who by his active buying and 
selling for quick profits or losses, however small, main- 
tains a liquid market where the private investor may al- 
ways buy what securities he wants or easily realize on 
those he wishes to dispose of. Even the oft abused short 
seller performs a\necessary and beneficent service by 
acting as a sort of balance wheel. By selling in a rising 
market he checks a too sudden or too enthusiastic ad- 
vance in prices, and in times of-trouble when pessimistic 
or frightened security holders rush to sell he is often the 
principal if not the only buyer. It cannot be denied that 
speculation has its abuses, but it is only fair to the Stock 
Exchange to say that most of the abuses come from out-_ 
side the Exchange and are therefore not withih its 
control. 


The Stock Exchange constantly and conscientiously 
uses its best efforts to minimize any abuses by its own 
members. A committee on Business Conduct keeps a 
- watchful eye on all trading on the floor and is ever alert 
to prevent fictitious quotations, matched orders or other 
unfair practices. | 


Gambling Not Encouraged

wants his customer to make money. The Broker’s only - 
source of profit is the commissions which his custo- 
mers pay him and interest on the money which he ad- 
vances to carry the account. If the customer makes. 
money he will continue to pay commissions, but if he | , 
loses his money the Broker loses his customer. 


That the small man is not encouraged to speculate is evi- 
dent from the fact that a great many brokers will not ac- 
cept small speculative accounts, but welcome purely in- 
vestment purchases for cash in any amount from one 
share up. For the benefit of his customers, every broker
